another during her tenure in that rescue responsibility. 
Whole families of men, women and children 
shared the isolated lifestyles in remote locations of the 
living quarters, especially lonesome on the eve of holidays 
like Christmas when youngsters “dream of sugar plums 
dancing in their heads and that St. Nicholas with gifts 
soon would be there.” However, the possibility of this 
youthful anticipation that could not happen was brought 
into reality by the so-called flying Santa Clause by the 
name of aerial pilot William Wincapaw, who dared to 





drop presents from his single-engine plane for youngsters 
waiting down below to catch them. 

At Christmas in 1929, he shrugged off bad 
weather reports and took off above the rocky coast of 
Maine in his mission that almost cost him his life. As he 
entered a raging snowstorm, he could not even see out his 
window, and his instruments were not working properly. 
He was blown off his course by heavy winds flying blind 
and soon was almost out of fuel. Dropping down below 
the storm, the beam from Dice Head Light in Castine, 
Maine and five more lighthouses soon led him safely to 
land in Rockland, Maine. A grateful pilot took off a few 
days later with cookies, coffee, tea and a copy of Farmer’s 
Almanac.

disclosure — he does most of it. I’m blessed with a 
husband who doesn’t mind washing dishes, loading a 
dishwasher and cleaning the stovetop. Amen! The fact 
that I do have to QC some parts of the kitchen isn’t worth 
mentioning.

I gauged my energy level to be moderately high 
until about 3:00 pm, then it took a nosedive oftentimes 
requiring a nap.

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a bit as he talks about the grueling work his father did 
as a baker, a vocation he brought with him as a Greek 
immigrant. “He worked from 4:30 am to 3 pm, it was 
brutal.” He said his father had been a sergeant in the 
Army during World War II. A man, one can surmise, 
driven by duty to country and family, confused and 
befuddled by a son often out of control. 

Such a father had a difficult time dealing with 
a child who held the record for the most after-school 
detentions. “I was always moving,” Tougias said. 
However, he wasn’t a child trying to defy behavioral 
norms just for the fun of it, he simply didn’t think through 
the consequences of his actions. 

For Tougias there was an ebb and flow in his 
relationship with his father. He said that there were 
times when their relationship enjoyed harmony, but 
then another bit of trouble he caused would put father 
and son at odds with one another again. Throughout his 
childhood, this push and pull would be a hallmark. 

The defining moment in the family resulted when 
his sister suffered severe, lifelong injuries from a car 
accident. Tougias said his father’s devotion to caring for 
his injured child forced him to see his father in an entirely 
new light. “Tragedy shook our world, and my father’s 
remarkable response to this event caused me to step back 
and see the man he was. By observing him throughout 
this ordeal, I too became a man.” 

The “Waters Between Us” expounds upon the 
healing that can be found in being outdoors in nature, 
the joy, the freedom and ultimately the space to grow 
physically and emotionally.

Twin Brothers Die in 195 Crash

Twin brothers from Pawtucket, Rhode Island, 
died on December 24 at St. Luke’s Hospital in New 
Bedford after injuries sustained in a single-car crash that 
morning in Mattapoisett, according to the Massachusetts 
State Police. The two were subsequently identified by the 
Plymouth County District Attorney’s office as 33-year-old 
brothers Alberto and Ruddy Morales. 

According to the State Police website, troopers 
from the State Police barracks in Bourne responded at 
11:10 a.m. Friday to reports of the crash on Route 195 
westbound near the 32-mile marker. Police, fire and 
emergency medical personnel from Mattapoisett and 
Marion also responded to assist the State Police. 

The report states that police discovered a 2012 
Honda Accord that had left the roadway and struck 
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trees in the median. The two men in the vehicle were 
transported to St. Luke’s Hospital where they were both 
pronounced dead. For two hours after the incident, police 
closed the two left lanes of the three-lane westbound 
highway so that investigators could reconstruct the crash 
scene and clear the scene. 

There were no other vehicles in the crash, 
which remains under investigation by Troop D of the 
Massachusetts State Police along with the Collision 
Analysis Reconstruction Section and Crime Scene Services 
Section. 


Bids Received for Long Wharf Engineering 
Mattapoisett Select Board

They have been identified as one of the most 
important assets the Town of Mattapoisett owns, its 
historic wharves. Now, after years of concern and 
discussion of the crumbling underpinnings of the longest 
wharf, bids have been received from four firms for the 
study of Long Wharf’s current condition and schematic 
engineering, a precursor to repairs. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said during 
Tuesday night’s Mattapoisett Select Board meeting that 
bids range from $257,000 to $390,000, that the town’s 
required portion is $54,000 (appropriated at the last Town 
Meeting) and that an addendum to the RFQ requested 
bidders to provide a separate estimate for construction 
on-site services. 

Lorenco said it would take some time to review 
the voluminous sets of documents submitted by the 
bidders. Board member Tyler Macallister asked that the 
substance of the bids be summarized, removing the fluff 
and highlighting the significant data for clarity’s sake. 

Board member Jodi Bauer suggested that one or 
more members of the Marine Advisory Board be asked 
to assist in evaluating the bids. Select Board Chairman 
Jordan Collyer suggested MAB Chairman Carlos DeSousa 
act as their representative. 

Lorenco also said that three public hearings 
would be held to allow for public discourse once a bidder 
is selected and reports and designs are prepared. He also 
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said that once there is a clear vision for the construction 
phases, another grant from the Seaport Economic Council 
would be sought. Actual construction is at least two years 
away, Lorenco said. 

On the matter of private dirt roads, the Select 
Board approved agreements with the owners of Ocean 
Breeze Lane and Greenbough Drive for snowplowing 
and road repairs with the cost of materials being invoiced 
to the property owners. Collyer explained, “We provide 
the labor, they pay for the materials.” He also said that 
snowplowing goes “hand in hand” with roadway repairs 
to ensure that the plows would not be damaged due to 
inferior road surfaces. 

Signed agreements between the town and the 
property owners is mandatory before the town will 
provide the labor for repairs or do snowplowing, the 
board concurred. Collyer also noted that once there 
is such an agreement in place, the roadways must be 
open for “pass and repass” of all vehicles and that no 
encumbrances or signage stopping vehicles from traveling 
on the road are allowed. 

Regarding Hereford Road, a private road, Collyer 
said that the town should pay for materials associated 
with maintaining the dirt roadway due to its heavy use by 
the Water and Sewer Departments to service equipment 
located in the area. 

Earlier in the meeting, the board approved four 
aquaculture permits. The permit holders are: Dale Levitt, 
Blue Stream LLC for 30 areas; Bob Field, Copper Beech 
Oyster Farm with 4 acres; Michael Ward, Mattapoisett 
Oysters for 3 acres; and Nicholas Wright, 1 acre. 

Levitt gave a brief update on his holdings, saying 
things have been a challenge between weather battering 
boats, and the presence of heavy predation on the oysters 
by snails. He said some 4,000 oysters have been grown in 
his cages and donated to the town for the municipality’s 
program. Promised survey work of the large aquaculture 
site has been delayed, Levitt said, as has experimental 
kelp farming. Both activities he hopes to start in the 
coming months. 

COVID-19 and the current status of cases in 
the community was touched upon. Lorenco said that 
presently there are 30 cases, “the highest number yet.” He 
said that the town follows the guidelines of the state, not 
the CDC, and as such, masks are not mandated except in 
healthcare settings. 

Lorenco said that the majority of the people 
coming into town hall are wearing masks. But Bauer 
wanted to discuss options, saying, “People say, ‘I’ve 
had three shots, I don’t need to wear a mask,’ and that’s 
wrong.” It was noted that 90 percent of all Mattapoisett 
residents have received vaccines. Lorenco was asked to 
check with the Council on Aging to ensure masks are 
being worn at that location. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
is scheduled for Tuesday, January 11, at 6:30 pm. 
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ConCom Approves Wall in “V’ Zone 
Marion Conservation Commission

The solid wall on the north side of Arthur 
Solomon’s outdoor kitchen and extended patio at 538 
Point Road was given the green light by the Marion 
Conservation Commission after it was determined 
during the commission’s December 23 meeting that any 
deflection of stormwater would be funneled to the front of 
his property. 

The public hearing to adjudicate Solomon’s 
Notice of Intent via engineer Greg Drake’s proposal was 
held on a Zoom call and about a home located in the 
velocity zone and partially within the 100-foot buffer zone 
to a coast beach at Blankenship Cove. 

Drake, of Franklin-based Outback Engineering, 
explained that the property lies within the coastal bank 
also near some salt marsh and is land subject to coastal- 
storm flowage. 

Commissioner Jeff Doubrava noticed that a 
hardwall being was proposed along the roadway side of 
the structure. “This is a structure with a fixed, vertical 
wall in the (velocity) zone. ... That’s my concern. ... I 
don’t know what the FEMA rights are for an accessory 
structure.” 

After Drake acknowledged the question and said 
he would discuss the matter with the architect, Doubrava 
framed his concern in terms of where the water would 
deflect toward in the case of a coastal storm. “You don’t 
want waves in the velocity zone, you want to evenly 
disperse the energy,” he said. 

“T don’t have a problem with this design,” said 
Chairman Shaun Walsh. “As Greg alluded to, this is not 
a four-sided structure where, if you’re building a home 
or a garage ... in the (velocity) zone, you do have to have 
breakaway walls, you to have to have openings, flood 
vents so that water can flow through them.” 

While acknowledging the FEMA question raised 
by Doubrava, Walsh said Blankenship Cove offers 
protection from southwest storms, but the flooding 
of area coves like Blankenship and Planting Island is 
of greater concern. Nonetheless, Walsh expects wave 
energy to deflect water primarily westward (toward the 
homeowner’s property.) 

Member Marc Bellanger agreed with Walsh that 
grading around the seawall is not necessary. 

Walsh reiterated that he believes the design as 
presented is “approve-able” and added that there are 
no specific performance standards with land subject 
to coastal-storm flowage. “We encourage applicants to 
design plans so that you don’t create alleyways where 
stormwaters can get funneled and pick up more velocity 
and do more damage, more erosion,” he said. “We try 
to minimize hard obstructions that will deflect wave 
energy.” 

The entire house is within the velocity zone, 
according to Walsh, so he wasn’t sure what could be 
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accomplished by requesting the applicant make revisions 
to the design. 

“T don’t disagree with anything you said. My 
concern is more about consistency because we have asked 
people to (revise designs because they’ re in the velocity 
zone,)” said Doubrava. “But I agree with you, if the wave 
energy is going to be funneling some place, it’s right at the 
front of the house.” 

Walsh acknowledged Doubrava’s point, and the 
commissioners voted to close the public hearing. Later 
in the meeting, the three that constituted a quorum on 
December 23, Doubrava, Walsh and Marc Bellanger, voted 
to issue Solomon an Order of Conditions with several 
special conditions including 20 additional feet of silt fence 
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In two votes, ConCom approved certificates of 
compliance for land on Assessors Map 24A, Lot 39, the 
wooded lot adjacent to the Brew Fish restaurant parking 
lot. 

Following up on allegations made regarding land 
owned by Dennis Lynch, 173 Wareham Street, ConCom 
members visited the site and came away comfortable with 
what they saw. Walsh suggested that any work proposed 
in the former bog area should consider filing a Request for 
Determination of Applicability and that the site could be 
assessed to see if it is jurisdictional. 

The Town of Marion Department of Public Works 
asked ConCom for emergency certification to fix a leaking 
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fire hydrant across from 50 Point Road. Walsh said the 
fire hydrant is basically inoperable and situated next to 
land subject to storm flowage. Conservation Agent Doug 
Guey-Lee signed the approval. 

The commissioners voted to issue an emergency 
certification to the DPW’s Water Department to remove 
the hydrant and cap the water main. 

Cynthia Callow’s resignation from the 
Conservation Commission included the office of clerk. 
Doubrava agreed to take on the clerk’s role, and the 
members voted their approval. Callow resigned to focus 


her efforts as chairperson of the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


In wishing the commissioners a Merry Christmas 
and happy holidays, Walsh said that 2021 will be the year 
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that Marion finally got a conservation agent. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, January 12, at 
7:00 pm. 


Randall Lane Solar LLC Gets Green Light 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The proposed solar array planned for acreage off 
Randall Lane received an Order of Conditions during the 
December 27 meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission. Coming before the commission were 
Caroline Booth and Eric Las, whose only words on this 
night were “Thank you.” 

During the previous commission meeting, 
the public hearing was closed and the commissioners 
indicated they were prepared to draft an Order of 
Conditions. The draft, which was unanimously approved, 
was written by Environmental Agent Brandon Faneuf. 
In what was termed a “Standard Order of Conditions,” 
Faneuf asked that the commission add verbiage for one 
special condition that places operation and maintenance 
plans into perpetuity. “This requirement will outlive a 
Certificate of Compliance,” he explained. 

Commissioners Chapman Dickerson and David 
Lawrence both expressed concern over existing stone 
walls along River Road. Chairman Mike King said that 
the developer had committed monies to repair any 
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damage but also that the matter is in the purview of the 
Planning Board. He said that at the start of construction 
there would be a flurry of activity followed by “nothing.” 
King also said that the developer’s resolve to do as has 
been promised in the event of an accident would be tested 
early on. “Something will happen ... that’s why they call 
them accidents.” 

In other business, Jon Ruel received a Negative 
2 determination for a Request for Determination of 
Applicability for the construction of a new drainage 
system and catch basin for property located at 8 Atkinson 
Way. 

Also receiving a negative decision for a filed 
RDA was Jeremy Kennefick, 5 Crestfield Street, for the 
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construction of an irrigation system and associated well. 

A Certificate of Completion for work 90-percent 
complete was approved for lots owned by Chris Farland 
of Farland Corporation and located off Brandt Island 
Road. Faneuf stated that he felt the certificate was 
warranted after completing a site visit. King said he 
was happy Farland was taking over development of the 
subdivision with Farland himself saying, “I’m excited to 
get the project back on its feet.” 

The commission agreed it was time to turn up 
the volume on an Enforcement Order issued for property 
located at 13 Industrial Drive. King said the issue is 
unpermitted activities in jurisdictional areas. A response 
had yet to arrive months after a written order was sent to 
the unnamed property owners, King said. He said a new 
Enforcement Order should be sent with an end of January 
deadline for response. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, 
January 10, at 6:30 pm.

in an effort to sufficiently close the gaps and come away 
with an order of conditions for its construction plans at 45 
Kings Highway. 

In a case continued from November 2, Tess 
Paganelli filed a Notice of Intent on behalf of the MBTA 
proposing the construction of a secondary access 
road, retaining wall and utilities as well as repaving, 
establishing storage tracks / areas, construction of 
wetland stream and replication areas and implementing 
stormwater best-management practices at the location. 

Following what Paganelli said were months of 
correspondence with peer review resulting in several 
plan revisions, the applicant was hopeful that the tweaks 
presented by environmental scientist Jonathan Niro of 
BETA Group, Inc. would have gotten the ball in the end 
zone. 

Niro summarized changes including a reduced- 
width access driveway (down to 26-feet wide with porous 
pavement and grading revisions,) infiltration basin 
revisions per peer review’s requests and stormwater 
mitigation plans to more effectively funnel the runoff to 
the prescribed treatment area. 

“We do now feel that the project has been 
improved ... and we are in compliance with (company 
and state) standards,” said Niro. 

Scott Turner, Rochester’s peer-review consultant, 
did not agree and when put on the spot by Commission 
Vice Chairman Dan Gagne said he still thinks the water 
needs some treatment prior to infiltration and the plan 
thereby does not meet the state standard and would fail. 

Gagne stated that the annual costs need to be in 
the applicant’s Operation & Maintenance plan. “We can’t 
approve anything without the O&M, that’s part of the 
report,” he said, criticizing the pitch of the drainage pipes 
as being too shallow, along with the details of the MBTA’s 
stormwater runoff plan. 

Commissioner Maggie Payne agreed with Turner 
on erosion control measures ahead of tree clearing, a point 
of disagreement according to peer review. “I would like to 
see erosion control put in before tree clearing and confirm 
groundwater elevations under the stockpile area,” she 
said. “I’m fine with the amount of replication area that 
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you have, no need to push to the wall.” 

Payne agreed with Gagne that the commissioners 
need to see the O&M prior to approving anything. 

Commissioner Kevin Thompson echoed Gagne’s 
concern with getting water from the other end of the 
building making its way to that one basin at the west end. 

MBTA representatives insist that its design has 
been proven to handle a 100-year storm and noted that 
80 percent of the stormwater is outside the jurisdictional 
boundary. The plan, they said, improves upon existing 
conditions. 

Citing the lack of satisfaction on the part of the 
membership and his own, Chairman Chris Gerrior asked 
the applicant if they understand what the commissioners 
need. 

“We need time to look at it as a final thing and 
that I don’t think we’ve done,” said Gerrior. “We have 
multiple members asking for things that are final that we 
don’t have. You’re telling me the pump’s awesome. Just 
show me the pump. I'll agree that it’s awesome and then 
that won’t be an issue.” 

“This process has made it better, I really believe 
that and I think we’re really getting close to it, but I think 
we have to do a little tiny bit more. ... And me looking at a 
whatever-percent plan without a maintenance, without a 
detail, I can’t do that.” 

Gerrior asked for a motion to continue and one 
was made, but Paganelli asked if the applicant gets a 
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say in the matter. Gerrior confirmed that the MBTA does 
have a say, at which closing the hearing and a vote was 
requested by the applicant. 

“T’m just not sure that we’re going to be able to 
satisfy the commissioners. We’re running out of time, 
we have a tight schedule, we’ve met all of the requests,” 
Paganelli said, alluding to months of work on the plan 
with peer review. 

Gerrior said, “I think I gave you good information 
that’s going to lead to success. If you want me to go 
in a different direction, I’ll hold the vote right now, no 
problem.” 

Commissioner Ben Bailey told the MBTA’s 
representatives that an appeal process would take a 
lot longer than waiting until January 4 (the presumed 
continuance date.) 

“You guys are professionals, and we’re a bunch 
of dudes from Rochester trying to make this as good as 
possible, and that’s why your timeline and our timelines 
aren't always going to match up,” said Gerrior. “We have 
jobs and families, and this is a part-time, volunteer thing 
for us. We’re asking you for information to help make it 
better, and I’m saying, ‘You’re making it better’ so let’s 
continue to make it better. In two more weeks, I’m going 
to be ready. You don’t want that, I’m fine with that.” 

Gagne told the MBTA representatives that they 
should have come to the commission at the beginning 
of the process with a project that meets the stormwater 
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standards. “It still doesn’t meet the stormwater 
standards,” he said. 

Paganelli disagreed, but Gagne referred to his 
concerns over the drainage piping and the lack of an 
O&M document. 

Gagne abstained from a vote to continue, but 
the rest were yes votes. Gerrior told the representatives, 
“When I have all that information, I will be able to make 
an Order of Conditions if I have it in a reasonable time.” 

Earlier in the meeting, the commission voted an 
Order of Conditions to Renewable Energy Development 
Partners LLC, which had filed a Notice of Intent to 
construct a dual-use, ground-mounted solar array and 
a canal-canopy solar array within the buffer zone to 
wetland resource areas at 109 Neck Road. 

Continued from November 16, the public hearing 
was reopened, and representative Sarah Stearns of Beals 
and Thomas Inc. gave a progress update regarding 
screening near the edge of Snipatuit Pond requested by 
the Planning Board, along with the addition of a stockade 
fence near Long Pond. The additions are within the buffer 
zone and therefore inside the commission’s purview. 

Bailey, who also serves on Rochester’s Planning 
Board, reported that the board was satisfied with the 
applicant’s plans regarding trees. Having determined that 
there is no sufficient place to place vegetative screening, 
the Planning Board conditioned a stockade fence. 

“We have a bond in place, and we had a 
long discussion over the musical chairs that solar 
companies play and would there be an ongoing financial 
responsibility because bonds expire,” said Bailey. 

Thompson recommended verbiage in any 
decision that would allow ongoing maintenance without 
requiring subsequent filings with the commission. 

Gerrior added special conditions including 
notification to the commission at the start of work, the 
project timeline, a preconstruction meeting, barriers and 
measures to prevent flooding. Any plan changes require 
notification to the commission, storage of materials and 
equipment must minimize impact to soils and runoff, and 
any stockpiles or disposals have to be outside the 100-foot 
area. 
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Gagne recused himself from the hearing. 

In a new public hearing, SMD Development LLC 
was issued a standard Order of Conditions filed a NOI 
proposing a septic-system repair at 4 Hartley Road, the 
location of Lloyd’s market. 

Represented by River Hawk Environmental LLC, 
SMD was requested by the Rochester Board of Health to 
install a denitrification system because the construction 
area sits between wetlands and a well. The representative 
said the advanced system has been added along with 
a grease trap and a 1,000-gallon tank. The new system 565 Walnut Plain Road. Rochester MA.02770 
will be 3 feet closer to the surface and away from the hours by appt. and by special order 
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by Industrial Tower and Wireless LLC proposing 
underground utility work in the shoulder of the existing 
drive on the opposite side of the wetlands at 0 High 
Street. The owner is Wareham-based A.D. Makepeace 
Company. CONTINUED to January 4. 

The RDA for 15 Wolf Island Road was continued 
to January 4.

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ZBA Considers Meters ‘Substantial’ 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Before attorney Mark Bobrowski finished 
presenting developer Ken Steen’s case for a revision of 
water-metering practices at Marion Village Estates, he 
told the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals that a vote 
to consider the revision a “substantial” change would 
motivate Steen’s next-day appeal to the state Housing 
Appeals Committee. 

“That’s how we intend to process that. It’s only 
fair that you know that. I usually play my cards faceup in 
matters such as this,” Bobrowski told the board. 

One adjective carried a lot of weight at the ZBA’s 
December 23 meeting, where the board heeded the advice 
of Town Counsel Jon Witten and voted 5-0 to consider the 
revision a substantial change. 

The result of the vote is that a decision on the 
petition will be rendered only after a public hearing, 
complete with the bells and whistles of consecutive weeks 
of legal advertising in The Wanderer, the customary 
notification to property abutters and the opportunity for 
the applicant to appeal the board’s decision. 

At issue for the town is the significance of 
potential revenue lost by allowing the change; therefore, 
the ZBA voted to consider Steen’s plan to replace six 
water meters serving 10 units each with 60 meters (one 
for each unit) a substantial change. The ZBA needed three 
votes and got all five. 

Bobrowski stated that the new metering practice 
should be considered insubstantial because it would make 
no impact on the use of water or the generation of sewage. 
“It’s just going to be metered differently. We’re simply 
asking you, look at the regulation, apply the regulation,” 
he said. 

The crux of his argument is based in the history 
of Marion Village Estates, which was built before the 
town’s tiering of water rates affected the setup. According 
to applicant, water at the development was meant to be 
metered according to the bottom price tier (Tier 1,) but in 
2013, the technicality of the metering setup categorized 
Village Estates in Tier 3, the town’s most expensive rate. 
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“Tf we knew at that time that the town was going 
to move the goalposts - that is what they’ve done,” said 
Steen, “we would have applied for the 60 meters at that 
time.” He also insisted that a 60-meter setup we would 
have been granted, “No question about it.” 

For the last eight years, Bobrowski said 40 percent 
of the project’s maintenance budget goes to paying water 
rates. He said that with an “insubstantial” consideration, 
the management company could then put money into 
areas besides paying the water bill. 

When it was said that the town is not going to 
like what the development is going to look like as a result 
of a rejection, ZBA member Margie Baldwin jumped 
in and said that “threats from the developer are totally 
unacceptable” and that the ZBA is not going “to be 
pushed around.” 

Consulted for a date on the public hearing, 
Bobrowski told the board it doesn’t matter because the 
state-level appeal will be heard first. Nonetheless, the 
ZBA scheduled the public hearing for Thursday, January 
20. Bobrowski said he has a previously scheduled meeting 
that night and will not attend the ZBA. 

Shawn Batcheley, an abutter at 13 Fieldstone Lane 
in the Sippican Woods development, used the opportunity 
for public comment to launch a public complaint at Steen 
for what Batcheley termed “an exit strategy” that he said 
leaves the development’s homeowners without a snow- 
removal service and other promised maintenance. 
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Due to dead ends in the configuration, the town 
does not wish to adopt Fieldstone Lane as a public way. 

After five signal interruptions via the Zoom link, 
ZBA Chairperson Cynthia Callow allowed Batcheley to 
resume his prepared statement. 

Stating that the homeowners are under the threat 
of a lawsuit for noncompliance but given short notice 
under the duress of the holidays, Batcheley appealed 
to the town for some sort of help. Town Administrator 
Jay McGrail acknowledged the plea and invited the 
homeowners to attend a Select Board meeting but noted 
it is not possible to meet again until Tuesday, January 4. 
At the suggestion of Select Board member Randy Parker, 
the homeowners will be included as an action item on the 
January 4 Select Board agenda. 

Witten said the only advice he could give in 
light of his position representing the town is that the 
homeowners need to hire an attorney. 

Callow advised Batcheley that his concerns over 
a retention pond can be brought to the attention of the 
town’s Conservation Commission, which would respond 
to the request to make a site visit. 

The long-anticipated presentation of Steen’s 
Heron Cove project was heard earlier and got off to a 
more amicable if abbreviated start. 

In Case 775, the applicant is seeking a 
Comprehensive Permit under the Limited Initiative 
Program (LIP) for a 40B affordable-housing development 
and this time has increased the plan from 96 to 120 units, 
according to Bobrowski. 

The attorney explained that a couple of parcels 
have been added to the site and will be reflected in the 
new package going out to ZBA members. Bobrowski 
confirmed that engineer Phil Cordeiro of Lakeville-based 
Allen and Major will be once again working with traffic 
consultant McMahon Associates. 

Since Witten was still waiting on a Project 
Eligibility Letter from the state Department of Housing 
and Community Development (DHCD,) steps were taken 
to get peer-review consultants in place. To that end, Steen 
agreed to deposit $10,000 into a 53G account that the 
town will establish as a starting point for the peer-review 
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compensation. 

“It’s not perfect, but it does move the ball 
forward,” said Witten. “Everything will be ready to go in 
January or whenever the board schedules the hearing.” 

After January 27 was targeted as a potential date 
for a full presentation, board administrator Anne Marie 
Tobia said a full agenda is already scheduled. It was 
agreed the Heron Cove presentation will be streamlined 
to accommodate the busy agenda and at the same time 
get the peer reviewers started on their work. 

ZBA member Dana Nilson reminded Callow that 
he and other members were not on the board when Heron 
Cove was last presented (and withdrawn for revision) but 
was assured that the new package includes the revisions 
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for this new application and will bring the new ZBA 
members fully up to speed. 

The ZBA voted to continue Heron Cove to 
Thursday, January 27, at 6:45 pm. 

Callow announced that Building Commissioner 
Scott Shippey is leaving Marion after many years to 
work for the Town of Foxboro. The chairperson said that 
Shippey has been a pleasure to work with and wished 
him well. 

The next meeting of the Marion ZBA is scheduled 
for Thursday, January 13, at 6:30 pm. The Marion Village 
Estates public hearing will be held on January 20, and the 
continued public hearing for a Comprehensive Permit for 
the Heron Cove development will be part of a full agenda 
on January 27. 


Harbormaster Reports Rising Costs 
Marion Marine Resources Commission 
By Mick Colageo 

The largest chunk of the record $18,000 increase 
in Harbormaster Isaac Perry’s proposed FY23 budget is 
due to decisions made outside the department, he told the 
Marion Resources Commission during its December 20 
Zoom meeting. 

The laundry list of proposed budget increases 
that Perry said is in the hands of Town Administrator Jay 
McGrail and Finance Director Judy Mooney was short but 
categorized as significant. The largest increase, he said, 
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will be the overtime line item. 

“As you all know, the contracts that Adam 
(Murphy) and I were under have gone away; we have 
been enrolled in the town employee policy, and as such 
there was a reclassification of Adam’s position,” Perry 
explained. “What that means for us is my FY22 line item 
for overtime of $4,000 was not sufficient at that point. 

So the FY23, what I’m proposing is a $12,000 overtime 
budget. That'll take care of both Adam Murphy and Dave 
Wilson as far as the overtime goes.” 

Perry told the MRC that he believes the 
Harbormaster Department is currently a little over $8,000 
in overtime spent out of the FY21 budget. “So when it gets 
to Town Meeting, those numbers will reflect the actual 
numbers, not what was originally proposed for FY22,” 
Perry said. “That's the policy we’re under so that’s what 
we're going to follow.” 

Boat-maintenance costs will also increase in FY23, 
up from an approximate average of $6,000 the past several 
years to $10,000. Perry says the increase is due to the 
situation at Atlantis Drive, a property Marion used to own 
but no longer does after selling the land. 

“Currently, the boats, we don’t have the facilities 
to do the regular maintenance that we would so that line 
has jumped up quite a bit,” he said. Once the new Marine 
Center and the new Department of Public Works facilities 
are in place, Perry anticipates being able to bring that line 
item back down some. 
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A $1,200 increase was proposed to cover the 
license and dues fees typically used to pay QuickBase, 
Inc., the online service which has jumped from $6,000 to 
$7,200. 

Perry proposed $1,000 to cover many small 
aspects of Management and Development, focusing on 
the FY23 Bridge Academy run in conjunction with the 
police reform bill. Perry told the MRC that attendees are 
required to bring 1,500 rounds of ammunition, accounting 
for some of that cost. 

Altogether, his $18,000 draft budget amounts to 
a 6.8 percent increase. “That’s the biggest increase that 
we ve ever put forward from one year to the next,” said 
Perry. 

MRC Chairman Vin Malkoski said that half of 
Perry’s budget increase is the result of “decisions made 
that are out of our control ... cost of doing business.” 

Commercial fishermen are still operating out of 
the harbor, and Marion’s work boat remains in the water, 
according to Perry. 

Murphy, the deputy harbormaster and 
shellfish officer, told the commissioners that Marion’s 
aquaculture regulations and the application form are 
posted at marionma.gov, the town’s website, but that no 
applications have been turned in as of yet. 

Asked by Malkoski about the site formerly 
licensed to Shea Doonan, Murphy said he believes that 
the state Division of Marine Fisheries will treat it as a new 
site. 

The matter of commercial mooring regulations 
will be on the Select Board’s January 4 agenda as 
correspondence and will be an action item on its January 
18 agenda. 

The next MRC meeting was not scheduled at 
adjournment.

The Matrix Resurrections. Starring Keanu Reeves and 
Carrie-Anne Moss. Directed by Lana Wachowski. 
Running time: 148 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now 
playing in theaters and on HBO Max. 

There’s a whole bunch of plot jibber-jabber in 
The Matrix Resurrections, as there was in the previous 
three films in the series, but at least this one is a bit more 
emotionally readable. Lana Wachowski, one-half of the 
Wachowskis who engineered the Matrix franchise, has 
said that her impetus for going back to the Matrix well 
was the deaths of her parents. She wanted them back, 
and she put that yearning into a story in which everyone 
moves heaven and earth to get Neo (Keanu Reeves) and 
Trinity (Carrie-Anne Moss), the heroes of the earlier 
movies, back together and in charge of the resistance 
against those who would misuse the Matrix. 

[have very little understanding or recall of what 
happens scene for scene in The Matrix Resurrections, but 
the elation of having these two back cuts through the 
murk like a foghorn. Even if, like me, you were never 
sold on the brilliance of The Matrix, some part of you may 
respond to the characters’, and Wachowski’s, gratitude 
that Neo and Trinity are still up for a fight, though this 
movie takes a while to re-acquaint Neo and then Trinity 
with reality outside the Matrix. In the matrix, Neo, or 
Thomas Anderson, is a rich and betrophied videogame 
designer, whose game The Matrix was a big hit. Thomas 
happens across Trinity in a coffee shop, except she’s now 
Tiffany, married with kids. 

There’s a fair amount of meta snark here. Thomas 
faces doing a belated sequel to his original Matrix game 
trilogy, because if he doesn’t, Warner Brothers will 
find someone who will. There’s some talk about how 
originality is dead and entertainment rehashes the same 
stories endlessly. Wachowski is on thin ice here, but the 
strong thread of feeling — which we’re told here affects 
people more than facts — carries us through. Wachowski 
talks about the dangers of submitting to a comforting 
fiction (the Matrix, with its taste of steak) while 
submitting to a comforting fiction; this isn’t hypocrisy, it’s 
an honest assessment of what we often want and need 
from art. If the first Matrix films were really about the 





trans experience (although the sequels kind of got bogged 
down in set pieces), this one is about making a self out of 
one’s own, or others’, creations. 

The pertinent question here might be, How is it 
as a Matrix film? I doubt it’s possible to go back to the 
relative simplicity of the first movie and disregard the 
convolutions larded on by its sequels (the way, say, David 
Gordon Green’s Halloween sequel did), and Wachowski 
acknowledges that on some level. A lot of clutter has to be 
thrown in the path of Neo and his new band of acolytes 
before Trinity figures things out and re-assumes her 
role; it’s significant that it’s a choice she must make for 
herself, a subtext unlikely to win the movie fans among 
conservatives. (As much as she must have wanted to, 
Wachowski doesn’t have time here to include scuzzy 
incels appropriating her red-pill-blue-pill metaphor. There 
is, however, chit-chat about binary ways of thought and 
living, and how those are truer to a machine’s view of 
humanity than to the reality of it.) 

Back in 1999, The Matrix felt like a brutal-cool 
riff on the old themes of individuality vs. oppression (we 
didn’t yet know the story had deeper meanings for Lana 
and Lilly Wachowski; Lilly chose to sit out this film). I 
wasn’t terribly wowed at the time, but in hindsight it 
emerges as one of an accidental run of movies in that 
year questioning reality and our role in it. It makes more 
sense in its 1999 context as a sharp, sickly-green pre- 
millennium vision than as the start of an increasingly 
bloated franchise. The Matrix Resurrections ultimately 
can’t go home again, and Wachowski knows it; there’s 
a streak of melancholy running through the film, but 
intertwined with a streak of hope that the elders of cool, 
Neo and Trinity in their black-on-black get-ups, still 
have something to teach us, and that there are younger 
watriors willing to go to the brink to rescue their wisdom. 
And if you’re looking for a review that tells you how the 
new Morpheus is, or how bad-ass the fights are, you took 
the wrong pill. 
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especially during the Pandemic. In Fairhaven, New 
Bedford, Acushnet, Dartmouth and Fall River, there are 10 
elementary schools and 2 Catholic high schools. 

The Catholic Church also operates Catholic 
Charities and nursing homes.

The main focus on this “fact finding” process is 
to focus on the issue of weekly mass attendance and local 
Parish participation by the parishioners themselves. 

The goal of the process is to make each parish 
in the U.S. and here in the south coast the best it can be 
for our current parishioners and to make the Church 
as welcoming as possible to any new parishioners. The 
time involved for you would be one meeting, a couple of 
hours. Your part is not an ongoing process. 

The official name for this worldwide “fact 
finding” process is a Synod. This type of meeting for 
discussions and input is generally held at the senior levels 
of the Church hierarchy, but now for the first time the 
process is being implemented at the local level. 

It will be refreshing to hear firsthand what all 
Catholics, participating or not, are thinking about parish 
life in their Church. The discussions will be a judgment- 
free zone where all ideas are open for discussion. 

It’s important that everyone involved in the 
Church now, or those who are thinking about the Church, 
will have an avenue where their individual thoughts, 
ideas, feelings and impressions will be listened to and 
heard. This is a one-time meeting, a couple of hours, not 
an ongoing process. 

And immediate changes or adjustments may be 
made at St. Mary’s Fairhaven if there is consensus, and 
the suggestions are doable for the local Church.

They 
will be a fitting way to recognize the historical and 
architectural heritage of Rochester. 

A property will qualify if it can meet two of the 
following criteria: 

Age: The structure is of an advanced age (usually 
built prior to 1970) and retains significant original 
character and design. 


Event: Structures associated with an historic event 


of local, regional or national significance. 

People: Structures associated with the life of 
a person or group who made a notable contribution 
to history. If the original owner cannot be verified, a 
subsequent owner of historic significance may be listed. 

Style: A structure with distinctive characteristics 
of architectural or construction type. 

Cultural Landscape / Archeology: A former 
structure that contributed to the understanding of our 
local history of record such as a farm or business. 

Plaques will not restrict owners from making 
changes to their property. The plaques are decorative 
and informational only. The plaque is a medium-density 
overlay (MDO) waterproof signboard, finished with 
three coats of special sign painters’ oil-based primer and 
a white enamel topcoat with black antique lettering. 
Holes are predrilled and include stainless steel screws for 
mounting. 

The plaques are 12-inches high and 16-inches 
wide. RHC asks that plaques be attached to the front 


facade of the house and visible from the street, if possible. 


Homeowners may ascertain information about 
their properties by consulting the following sources: 

The Survey of Historical and Architectural 
Resources, 4 volumes organized into areas and streets 
which can be found at the Plumb Library, Town Hall 
and the Rochester Historical Society or online from the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission database (http: / / 
mhc-macris.net) or historic maps on the RHC website. 
Owners will then complete an application form found on 
the RHC portion of the town website and send it to the 
Rochester Historical Commission, 1 Constitution Way, 
Rochester with a check for $75.00 made out to Oulde 
Colony Artisans. The Rochester Historical Commission 
will review the applications at its scheduled monthly 
meeting. Any changes will be discussed with owners 
prior to submission to sign maker.
